1. THIRTEEN-MAN LAO DELEGATION HEADED BY DEEENSE DEPUTY UNDER- 
SECRETARY THAO DAMDUAN PROMDUANGSI VISITED NONG KHAI MAR 14 TO 
PICK UP LAO L-19 WHICH DELECTING PILOT FLEW TO THAILAND SOME TIME 
AGO. VISIT WAS SECOND IN SERIES, FIRST OCCURRING A MONTH EARLIER 
WHEN LAO RETRIEVED THREE PLANES (REE A). LAO DID NOT TAKE BACK 
THE L-19 BECAUSE THEY WERE APPARENTLY NOT CERTAIN IT WAS ELY ABLE, 
REPORTEDLY TELLING THAI AUTHORITIES THEY WILL RETURN LATER TO TOW 
THE PLANE BACK TO VIENTIANE. VISIT DEMONSTRATED CONTINUED LAO- 
THAI COOPERATION ON RETURN OF AIRCRAFT, AS NOTED REE B.

WAY EOR RESUMPTION OP PLIGHTS BETWEEN VIENTIANE AND BANGKOK. 
ACCORDING TO THE NATION OP MAR 16, TAC DELEGATION IS EXPECTED 
TO VISIT VIENTIANE TO SIGN AGREEMENTS ON TICKET SALES AND 
GROUND HANDLING THIS WEEK, AT SAME TIME REQUESTING LAO AUTHORITIES 
TO REDUCE PROPOSED HANDLING PEE OP $305 PER PLIGHT. ARTICLE QUOTED 
INPORMED SOURCES AS SAYING PLIGHTS WILL RESUME EARLY NEXT MONTH. 

IT SAID AGREEMENT WILL READ THAT LAO AND THAI WILL BE RESPONSIBLE 
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FOR TICKET SALES AND GROUND HANDLING EOR EACH OTHER IN THEIR 
RESPECTIVE COUNTRIES, WITH REPRESENTATIVES OF THE OTHER KEEPING 
AN EYE ON THEIR INTERESTS. AIRFARE WILL RISE EROM $47 TO $65.

3. KNOWLEDGEABLE MEA OEEICIAL ADVISES THAT ARTICLE IS "VERY 
ACCURATE". HE SAID QUESTION OE REPATRIATION OF FUNDS AND 
FLIGHT FREQUENCY WERE PRINCIPAL STUMBLING BLOCKS ON THAI SIDE
